Planting reports for most of 
the spring truck crops and for 
some of the fall and winter 
planted v egetables indicate a 
liberal market supply of v ege­ 
tables during the harv est sea­ 
son for these early crops, say s 
the Bureau of Agricultural Eco­ 
nomics in its v egetable situation 
report issued today . 
Including 
fall 
and 
winter 
plantings of some v egetables, the 
report say s the combined acre­ 
age planted this season to date 
for 18 of the major v egetables, 
but not including commercial 
early potatoes, is about 302,418 
acres. Plantings indicated are 
but slightly larger than the area 
planted to early truck crops for 
harv est last y ear, but are 27 per 
cent abov e the 5-y ear av erage 
for 19 28-32. 
The late J anuary freezes in 
Florida 
caused 
considerable 
damage to tender v egetables. 
These freezes serv ed mainly to 
delay harv est of these crops, 


howev er, and to bring higher 
prices for early v egetables in late 
J anuary and early February . 
The mov ement of new crop 
cabbage from South Tex as has 
been v ery activ e as the J anuary 
I storage stocks of northern- 
grown cabbage were the small­ 
est in IO y ears. Cabbage prices 
hav e adv anced from the early - 
y ear lev el. 
Stocks of onions in storage 
J anuary I were the smallest on 
that date for any of the past 3 
y ears. Onion prices hav e held 
rather firm under the influence 
of the light storage stocks and 
the prospect that the opening of 
the new-crop season in South 
Tex as may be later than usual. 
Supplies of potatoes for the 
first 6 months of 19 38 are indi­ 
cated by the Bureau to be about 
a fifth larger than for the early 
half of 19 37 , mainly because of 
the larger stocks of • old pota­ 
toes held in storage as of J an­ 
uary I. Prices of old potatoes 
hav e changed but little since last 
October. New potatoes are sell­ 
ing materially lower than at the 
opening of the season in Decem­ 
ber.
